Outstanding  export  sales  as  reported  by 
private  exporters  and  compiled  with  other  data 
in  this  release  give  a  snapshot  view  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  contracting  scene.  At  any  given  time  in  the 
course  of  a  marketing  year  outstanding  sales 
do  not  bear  a  consistent  relationship  to  even¬ 
tual  export  shipments.  A  meaningful  export 
projection  is  not  obtainable  by  the  simple 
device  of  adding  outstanding  sales  to  exports  to 
date.  The  latter  data,  alone,  may  provide  a  more 
reliable  measure  of  current  export  activity  than 
may  be  derived  from  a  year-to-year  compari¬ 
son  of  outstanding  sales.

EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  on  release  of  March  13  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  week  ending 
March  2,  1980): 

Wheat:  Net  sales  increased  significantly  with  599,600  metric  tons  (MT)  this  marketing 
year  (MY)  and  505,600  MT  for  MY  1980/81.  Major  purchasers  for  this  MY  included 
Bangladesh  (145,000  MT  white  wheat),  Brazil  (96,000  MT),  and  smaller  amounts  for  Chile, 
Japan,  and  Morocco.  Exports  (403,700  MT)  were  down  from  last  week's. 

Corn :  Net  sales  of  574,300  MT  were  down  from  the  previous  weeks'  totals.  Net  sales 
were  principally  to  Japan  (142,800  MT),  Spain( 123,100  MT),  and  Italy  (76,500  MT). 
Exports  of  1,354,200  MT  increased  considerably  from  the  previous  two  weeks'  with  the 
Soviet  Union,  Eastern  Europe,  Spain,  Portugal,  and  Japan  the  primary  destinations. 

Barley:  Sales  were  moderately  heavy  as  shippers  reported  sales  of  19,600  MT  to 
Spain  and  38,100  MT  to  unknown  destinations. 

Sorghum:  Sales  to  Japan  were  the  major  development  in  the  marketplace,  with  the 
Netherlands  and  Mexico  also  adding  to  their  earlier  totals.  Shipments  were  quite 
heavy,  with  Japan  (161,900  MT)and  Mexico  (77,900  MT)  the  most  prominent  destinations. 

Rice:  The  export  market  was  fairly  quiet  as  new  sales  were  scarce  and  most  of  the 
activity  was  limited  to  contract  adjustments.  Nigeria  and  Iraq  benefited  from 
destination  switches.  Exports  (87,000  MT)  were  fairly  heavy. 

Soybeans :  Net  sales  dropped  significantly  this  week  to  only  221,600  MT.  Sales, 
including  significant  switches  from  unknown  destinations,  were  principally  to  the 
Netherlands  and  Spain.  In  contrast,  exports  jumped  sharply  to  521,900  MT.  The 
Netherlands  (119,100  MT),  Spain  (97,600  MT),  Japan  (62,500  MT)  were  the  major 
markets . 

Soybean  Meal :  Net  sales  (41,700  MT)  declined  again  this  week.  Sales  to  the 
Netherlands  increased  by  25,900  MT,  largely  as  a  result  of  a  switch  from  unknown 
destinations  of  19,600  MT.  Exports  dropped  from  the  high  level  of  last  week  to 
122,400  MT.  The  Netherlands,  (29,600  MT) ,  Hungary  (25,400  MT) ,  and  Poland  (12,600  MT) 
were  the  primary  destinations. 

Soybean  Oil:  Net  sales  rose  to  26,800  MT.  Mexico  added  5,600  MT,  Ecuador  2,500  MT, 
and  16,000  MT  was  reported  to  unknown  destinations.  Exports  fell  to  only  1,000  MT. 

Cotton:  Sales  activity  continues  very  slow.  The  only  significant  changes  were 
net  additions  of  15,400  RB  to  Korea,  10,000  RB  to  Canada,  and  7,900  RB  to  Taiwan, 
and  a  net  reduction  of  13,600  RB  to  China  for  MY  1979/80.  Exports  of  257,300  RB 
were  the  third  largest  this  MY.  Eighty-one  percent  went  ot  Asia,  including  56,600  RB 
to  China,  and  16  percent  went  to  Europe. 

Oats  and  Rye:  Showed  no  significant  activity.
